Notes From D.A. 


Substitute milk feeding in raising 
valves is becoming more practical 
and successful. 

On farms where whole milk is sold 
and it is impractical to provide cal- 
ves with skim milk, it is expensive 
to continue liberal feeding of whole 
mik. On other cases where calves 
ure being raised, which have been 
purchased, milk may not be avail- 
able for feeding. 

Calves can be successfully raised 
with “milk substitute’ products and 
suitable concentrates. These milk 
substitute products all contain some 
skim mulk or buttermilk powder and 
can be used to replace all or part of 
the n.ilk usually fed. 

It has been found in experiments 
that it is economical to ship milk 
and feea these products. These pro- 
ducts are often tortified with vita- 
mins and antibiotics; scours as well 
as other calfhood disorders seem less | 
noticeable, 

Following the feeding of these | 
milk substitute products, commercial 
calf meals are available on the mar- 
ket, ‘These are very suitable for 
calves after they are three weeks old; 
they contain milk powder, grain, 
mineral and by-products. A good 
calf meal will have 25% protein and 
not more than 4% fibre. 

These above ynentioned products 
are usually mixed with water and 
fed as milk, the meals as a gruel. 
‘hey do not replace hay and grain, 
they are substitutes for milk, other 
feeds are fed the same as if calves 
were on milk. 

Milk is the natural and an excel- 
lent feed for calves, but new substi- 
tutes and meals can be used success~- 
fully in raising good calves.

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BANGS’ VACCINATION: The fall 
drive for the purpose of vaccinating 
all heifer calves between the ages of 
4 to 10 months inclusive is now un- 
derway, It always is a little slow in 
getting started in the fall since far- 
mers want to clean up the last of the 
harvest and fall work first. Some 
prefer to wait until the time they 
wean the spring calves before vac- 
cinating them. 

As far as the health and comfort 
of the calf is concerned it is better 
to vaccinate them before they are 
weaned Frequently we see calves 
that have been taken from their 
mothers subjected to vaccinations, 
dehorning and getting adjusted to 
the new life of living without their 
nothers. This treatment sometimes 
works a hardship on the calves and 
yould be much better if it were done 
vefore weaning time. We are doing 
sur best from this end to organize 
the work. The local township cap- 
tain is doing his best to carry out 
the work in his immediate area. The 
Veterinarians are doing their best 
o administer the actual vaccina- 
tions. If you the cattlemen will con- 
tinue to give your usual cheerful co- 
peration, we will again accomplish 
what we set out to do — the vaccina- 
ion of all heifer calves against the 
dreaded Bangs' disease.
